Senate and House conferees on the 
administration Railroad Control Bill. 
Chairman Smith of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee dis- 
cussed with President Wüson today 
this prime point of dispute in the 
conference and said later he had a 
compromise to propose which he 
believed would be acceptable to both 
sides, 

The bill as it passed the House 
vests the President with final rate- 
making powers, the Senate measure 
provides that the President may 
initiate rates subject to review 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Senator Smith would not dis- 
close the exact nature.of the pro- 
posed compromise. He said it was 
“unique and workable” and indi- 
cated that it would harmonize the 
powers of the President and the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
without cu ling the powers of the 
com mission. 


COMPENSATION. 


One of the important differences 
in the conference over the provision 
for compensation to the carriers 
while under Federal operation, was 
settled today. the House conferees 
accepting the Senate provision. 
This is considered less elastic and 
liberal than the House section, but 
it adopts the same basis of com- 
pensation, the average of net in- 
come for three years ending June 30. 
1917. Under this plan, the rallroads 
will be guaranteed about $945,000,- 
000 a year. 

Under another agreement reached 
in conference, all short li wheth- 
er competitive or not, wonld secure 
the benefits of the law and be en- 
titled to compensation as parts of 
the Federally operated system. These 
lines are estimated to be worth more 
than $2,000,000,000. Their inclusion 
in the Federal system over objec-

CONTROL PERIOD. 

Little difficulty over the period of 
controh—fixed in the House bill at 
two years and in the Senate measure 
at eighteen months after peace is 
declared—is anticipated. Senate 
conferees have indicated readiness 
to yield to this House provision. 

Another question to be decided by 
the conferees, at what they expect 
to be their final meeting, concerns 
State taxationjand State regulation 
of the carriers during the period of 
Federal supervision. A provision 
of the Senate bill stipulates that 
such taxation shall not be impaired. 

The House conferees accepted the 
Senate provision providing that no 
allowance shall be made for money 
spent on improvements during the 
last few months preceding Federal 
control.

As a matter of course secrecy has 
been observed and a strict censor- 
ship in regard to the Siberian ques- 
tion is in force at Tokio. Possibly 
the next word to come out of Japan 
on the subject will be an announce- 
ment of something accomplished. 
In this connection, it is recalled 
that at the beginning of the Russo- 
Japanese War the Japanese acted 
without heralding. Before there 
was any such formality as a declara- 
tion of war; a Russian fleet had been 
smashed and the war was half won. 
It has been stated in official quar- 
ters that this is no concern of the 
Entente Allies nor of America how 
Japan goes about the task; once the 
question of policy is settled. If the 
decision is reached to give Japan a 
free hand in Eastern Siberia, it is 
now conceded that no other military 
Or Naval power is in position to 
render her any substantial aid, ow- 
ing to the lack of available forces. 
DIPLOMAC™ UNCHANGED. 


In a diplomatic way, the situation 
has remained unchanged since the 
middie of last week. The State De 
partment has not Indicated to the 
Japanese government what may be 
its view of the new situation cre- 
ated by the signing of the peace ar- 
ticles by the Bolsheviki. The sta 
ment made recently by Viscount 
tono that Japan had a working 
agreement with the Entente Allies 
and America in regard to this ques- 
tion, it is said, has been too literally 
interpreted. Officials fay what the 
Viscount probably meant was that 
there existed a sympathetic under- 
standing on the subject. 

In seeking an understanding as 
to scope before going on — as 
supporting the Japanese action the 
American government is understood 
to hold that while it has every con- 
fidence in the proper intentions of 
Japan, it would be easier to con- 
vince neutral nations, and moreover, 
would enable America and the Allies 
to defeat any German design to 
organize the discordant elements in 
Russia on the German side, were 
there some formal assurances that 
Russian integrity was not to suffer. 

A high official today expressed the 
opinion that for this reason the situ- 
ation was very delicate and required 
very careful treatment at the hands 
of the press to avoid embarrassing 
misunderstandings. 

NO PEACE DETAIIS. 

Information is wanted regarding 
the exact terms of the peace signed 
at Bfrest-Litovsk and it is pointed 
out that there is as yet no assurance 
that the terms forced upon Lenine 
and Trotzky would be accepted by 
the Russian people, Should there be 
a resumption of the Russian de- 
fense against Germany, that fact 
would havevran effect upon the situ- 
ation in Siberia, as it might easily 
make possible a friendly agreement 
between Russia und Japan whereby 
the latter government would be au- 
thorized to take any military action 
needed to carry out her guarantee 
of peace in the Far East. 

The Russians have begun de- 
stroying bridges on the Trans-Sibe- 
rian Railroad between Lake Baikal 
and the Chinese frontier. John F. 
Stevens, chairman of the American 
railway mission, reported this today 
to the State Department. This may 
prevent Ambassador Francis from 
reaching Vladivostok. 

While without details, officials 
here believe the Russtans are de- 
stroying the bridges to prevent an 
expected advance of Japanese troops.

Suplementary treaties between 
the Central Powers and the Bolshe- 
vik government were signed at 
Brest-Litovsk in addition to the 
main peace treaty, according to a 
telegram from Brest-Litovsk by 
way of Vienna and Amsterdam 
which gives no detalls of the 
treaties. 
Formal official announcement of 
the signing has not yet been re- 
ceived from the Russian side, but 
a late radiogram from Petrograd 
said the treaty would be signed 
Sunday. 
As the German official statement 
of Sunday night mentions only the 
cessation of operations in Great 
Russia, it is inferred in some quar- 
fers here that the German advance 
in the Ukraine and Finland will 
while the Germans re- 
serve for themselves a free hand 
outside the limits of Great Russia.

CAR INJURY FATAL. 


‘Man Falls From Rear Step of Mov- 
ing Trolley, and Receives Frac- 
tured Skull, Causing Death. 


Falling off westhound Holly- 
wood car, No. 261, as it was slew- 
ing down at Sunset boulevard and 
Echo Park evenue, G. H. Shaffer,

Widow of Poet Who was Slain 
at Arras Rests Here. 


Fiance, Nursed by Her at the 
Front, Returns Thither. 


One of the notable international 
romances of the war came to light at 
the Hotel Huntington, Pasadena, yes- 
terday, when it became known that 
Mme. Simone Puget, French author 
of note and widow of Andre Puget, 
the poet and writer who was slain 


to Lieut. F. G. Singer, who leaves 
Pasadena today to return to the 
French front, where he will join the 
forces of Gen. Pershing. The wed- 
ding will not occur until the war is 
over. 

At the outbreak of the war Leut. 
Singer was a medical student in 
Paris. There he knew Mme. Puget and 
was one of the favored members of 
the American colony At an -early 
Stage in the hostilities he enlisted in 
the ambulance service and many 


erary men of Paris often gathered, 
had enlisted as a nurse. 

Mme. Puget's husband, a private 
in the French army, had been 
twice wounded before he met his 
death in an infantry action near Ar- 
ras. Faithfully she nursed him 
through his previows wounds and 
when he met his death strove to for- 
get her grief in the front-line hos- 
pitals. Often she saw Lieut. Singer 
at his work, 
friends. 


Lieut. Singer, in an endeavor to res- 
cue a number of French soldiers who 
had fallen victim to a deadly gas 
bomb, was himself overcome. He 
received the French War Cross for 
his bravery and in the days when he 
choked for breath Mme. Puget 
nursed him. 

Then the war found other lands 
for both of them. Mme. Puget was 
to go to America to inspire her 
hearers with the stories of the sac- 
rifice of a host of the writers of 
France, 320 of them, ho had given 
their lives for their country. She 
is identified with Le Bon Gite, which 
looks after the immediate welfare of 
the peasants in the devastated dis- 
triets by furnishing them with mat- 
tresses, an oven and kitchen uten- 
sils for their burrows in the section 
where it is possible for them to live. 
Lieut. Singer was granted a sick 
furlough, and he, too, came to Amer- 
ica and New York City, his home. 
It was natural that they should find 
themselves tégether. Their engage- 
ment followed, they have admitted 
to their close friends. 

“The wedding—oh, that will be 
after the war,” says Mme. Puget 
with arched eyebrows and an ex- 
pression that seems to say: “How 
long? 

From here Leut. Singer will go 
to New York and from there direct 
© Europe, where he is to be trans- 
erred to the American forces. 

“It didn't make much difference 
what army I was with before, but 
with American soldiers over there 
now I want to join them,” he says. 

Mme. Puget will remain in South- 
ern California, from where a lec- 
ture tour is being arranged for her. | 
She breathes gratefully of the air, 
plays tennis for exercise on the 
courts of the Hotel Huntingtom- 
where she has her headquarters, but 
always she thinks of France. Her 
thought, as she parts with Lieut.

There are persistent rumors in the 
Parisian press that Bolo Pasha, the lavish 
almoner of the Kaiser, employed to corrupt 
newspapers and now under sentence of 
death for high treason to France (and 
America,) will make a confessicn before 
he is executed and wil! tell the whole truth 
concerning his transactions with those who 
consorted with him or took his German 
money in the United States—including news 
fakers and blackmailers of wide notoriety. 
If these reports prove true there will be a 
scurrying for cover on the part of a few 
eminent and really patriotic citizens who 
‘have been dragooned, cajoled, bulldozed or 
deceived into patronizing certain of the 
Boloistic plans for the relief and comfort 
of Bolo’s royal employer, who is going to 
need a devil ef a lot of money before he has 
squared everything up. 

Bolo, the German spider, stretched his 
web half way round the world. His first 
commissions from the German Foreign Of- 
fice were filled with such unscrupulous clev- 
erness and success that he was intrusted to 
handle the slush fund for corrupting the 
French and American press. Other agents 
of the Kaiser had given perfect satisfaction 
in dealing with politicians where the whole 
transaction is a question of “bid and asked:” 
but for the arch corrupter of the newspa- 
pers it was necessary to select a very Meph- 
istopheles. Only the subtle cunning of 
the Turk could read between the lines of 
the press of the two great republics and 
detect the venal from the virtuous. 

Von Bernstorff considered $50,000 suff 
cient to “influence” legislation in Congress; 
but the press was not to be handled at so 
paltry a price. Bolo arrived in New York 
armed with letters of credit for $3,000,000. 
That sum has been traced, but there are 
rumors of another $3,000,000 which yet re- 
main a mystery. When he departed from 
this country three months later Bolo car 
ried letters of credit to Paris bankers for 
the sum of $1,500,000. Evidently his stay 
here was profitable for someone. As one 
marvels at Bolo’s present plight one cannot 
but reflect that, with all his cunning, he 
was a great fool, more of a fool than knave. 
The German Trotsky handled things much 
“better. Trotsky turned patrict as soon as 
he arrived in Russia, discounted his diplo- 
matic notes with the German government 
for cash and is reported to have cleaned 
up more than a million in the transaction. 

But “east is east and west is west, and 
never the two shall meet.” Bolo found that 
the newspaper columns which could be pur- 
chased in America were without influen e. 
If he had but hired a clever satirist to write 
for him a few screeds against the soulless 
corporatiops, the non-laying hens, the prof- 
iteer fish peddlers and the idle rich and 
had become a pillar in the uplift movement 
in American politics he might today be the 
star lecturer on the pacifist platform fn the 
country with his millions intact. But Bolo 
was not an adept at the American game; 
so he sailed away for Paris and for the 


Once landed in the French republic he 
secured a controlling interest in a leading 
Socialist paper and followed up a line of 
propaganda that was prevalent in certain 
newspapers here in America about the time 
of his visit. Bolo was a pacifist; he was 
opposed to strong armaments and military 
preparedness. ‘He was in favor of a nego- 
tiated peace and regarded British greed 4s 
the only barrier between a bleeding world 
and a cessation of hostilities. As one reads 
the translations of inspired articles in Le 
Bonnet Rouge and Le Journal (Paris) one 
gains a new idea of the propaganda which 
the German strategists regard of greatest 
benefit to their cause. It was about this 
time that Le Journal discovered that W. R. 
Hearst was the greatest living Amer- 
fean, greater than President Wilson and his 
probable successor in the White House. 
One cannot escape the conclusion that this 
was an essential part of the propaganda. 

Ardent French patriots detected quickly 
the poison in the articles appearing in Le 
Journal and Le B@nnet Rouge and started 
secret investigations. Curiously enough, it 
was about this time that secret investiga- 
tions of Bolo’s activities were begun in this 
country and that certain publications were 
- barred from Great Britain and Canada. 
Bolo’s subsidizing of the French press has 
been fully exposed. The editor of Le Bon- 
net Rouge died mysteriously in prison 4 
few days after his arrest on a charge of 
treason. The editor of Le Journal is now in 
jail awaiting trial on a similar charge. Bolo 
has received a death sentence; but his ac- 
tual execution has been mysteriously de- 
layed. Like many other Levantines, Bolo 
does not set a high price on personal honor. 
He is not inclined to face a firing squad 
with lips sealed when there is a chance 
that, by talking, he might save his skin. 
Better a live informer than a dead hero. 
Bolo has proved through his adventurous 
career that he is not a physical coward; 
but he subscribes to the doctrine of his 
patron saint that All that a man hath will 
he not give for his life?” 7 

Bolo has made a name for himself in 
the annals of great rogues. Boloism has 
become a stock word in England and Amer- 
fea to typify purchasable loyalty. He 
played high with his master’s stakes and 
lost. But he still has a last card up his 
sleeve; he is reported to be willing to re- 
veal the whole of his venal ainings 
while in the United States in return for a 
commutation of the death penalty. The fact 
that he is not yet executed lends color to 
the belief that his offer has been taken un- 
der advisement. It is possible that an ex- 
pectant American public may yet learn what 
disposition he made of that $5,000,000 slush 
fund that he spent in this country—lifting

ANCROFT. 

Those of us who are inclined to be de- 
spondent because of our failure to accom- 
plish anything worth while would do well to 
remember Bancroft, the great American 
historian who died a few days ago. Up to 
his fortieth year he had never written a 
manuscript.

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NESE EXCLUSION. ‘| State prosperous, and sit down satisfied with 


One of the great changes resul 
from the war is already apparent in the 
change in the attitude of the American 
press — not of American labor unions — to- 
wards excluding Asiatics from this country. 

Our great California essayist, Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, who on Saturday last, at 
the ripe age of 86, journeyed on into the 
Beyond, writing on “Two Sides of a Vexed 
Question,” said that in the early days after 
the Chinaman had been excluded from min- 
ing except on thrice-worked-out river bars 
and had entered upon other pursuits such 
as washing clothes, cooking, digging ditches 
and making railroads, the opposition to his 
incoming abated, for the true American man 
did not wish to cook, wash clothes or work 
on_a railroad; he could do better; in fact, 
he was glad to get so docfle and efficient 
a servant to relieve himself and his family 
from some portion of the drudgery. And 
had these two races been left alone in the 
matter nothing more would have come of 
it. There would have been no bugbear talk 
of a Chinese invasion, for the American 
man well knew that he had no reason to 
fear that the Mongols who had walled them- 
selves in for thirty or sixty centuries were 
all on a sudden to pour forth from their 
gates, buy a hundred thousand ships and 
come over and capture the United States. 
Had there been none to interfere between 
the great American man and the little Chi- 
naman nothing would have been said about 
Id the drudge carried away 
with him when he went home, leaving in 
its place the fruits of his labor in the form 
of a railroad or canal or other useful ac- 
complishment. Nothing would have bee 
said about the poor pigtails’ religion; let 
him have his little gods and scatter papers 
to the devil; what harm can it do? Noth- 
ing would have been said about indifference © 
to citizenship and amalgamation, or refusal 
to go to Congress. | 

Chinese incoming and Chinese labor, ex- 
cept in ditch digging, railroad construction, 
laundries and domestic service was discour- 
aged by local taxation and a local law 
against the exportation of bones, but not 
prohibited until 1882, when Congress en- 
acted the first Chinese exclusion act. This 
was followed by extensions and additional 
legislation. The last law was passed in 
1902 and is still in force. 

In giving the low, vicious, ignorant Eu- 
ropean a hand in our politics lies the cause 
of much of the political vice and corruption 
of our large cities; the cause of our prost 
tuted rights of high-minded and honorable 
self-government; the cause of California's 
trouble over the presence of the Asiatics. 
For more than twenty-five years prior to 
the passage of the first exclusion act in 
1882 there were tens of thousands of Ch'- 
nese who had the legal right to become citt- 
zens of the United States, but our court 
records do not show that any number ap- 
plied for naturalization. 

There were, when the last census vas 
taken, over nine millions of German-born 
people and an equal number of Austro- 
Hungarian-born people residing in the Unit- 
ed States. There is no means of ascertain- 
ing how many of these are loyal to this 
country and how many are secretly aiding 
its enemies. 

Whatever else may be said, it is clear 
that the war has changed industrial con- 
ditions in California so that today the Chi- 
naman is as much of a necessity as the 
steam engine or the gang plow. There is 
an urgent demand for many thousands of 
additional laborers. Unless we have many 
thousands more than are in the aeuntry 
now we may as Well stop planting, as there 
will be no one to gather the harvest; we 
may as well abandon at once some of our 
manufacturing industries which make a 


our present condition with but small hope 
for future progress and with danger of 
retrogression and stagnation. 

Where are the laborers essential to our 
Prosperity to come from? Not from the 
sons of the soil; they are too independent; 
they are employers, or labor only for them- 
selves; the few who will hire out do not 


figure in the labor market. Mexicans and 


Indians are unavailable. Mexico is paying 
a premium for Chinese labor today, and the 
noble savage prefers to live in idleness on 
the reservations. The European we have 
tried and we know to what extent and in 
what ways he can be depended upon. So- 
cially and politically ambitious, captious in 
his conceptions, wedded to his church and 
to towns and cities, from this class some 
are found to work as mechanics, but there 
are not enough of them for successful man- 
ufacturing, and for work on farms they are 
but an inconsiderable factor. 

We are in a position where certain work 
has to be done to avoid lamentable conse- 
quences. 


what will please other foreigners; we re- 
quire to have our gardens tilled, our beets 
thinned, our fruit gathered, our shoes made, 
our washing done, our Wives relieved from 
the heavier household drudgery; otherwise 
we will have to take long steps backward 
and organize affairs anew. It may be that 
our development would have been healthier 
and happier if we had invented and em- 
ployed less machinery, but we cannot throw 
away machines now without disastrous in- 
convenience. The Chinaman is the least ob- 
jectionable of any imported human machine 
for rough work that we have among us.

THE SILENT REVOLUTION, 


{The Argonaut:] The world was 
in the throes of a bloodless social 
revolution when war struck it as 


though all the hosts of hell were 
loosed for its undoing. The republic 
of Portugal, the republic of China, 
the “agrarian” revolution of Mexico, 
our nation’s strong trend to direct 
legislation without the intervention 
of a deliberative body, the increas- 


ing power of organized labor, were 
one and all but visible evidences of 
the same fact—that the masses of 
the peoples of the nations of the 
earth, the working nine-tenths, were 
awaking to their power. And here 
of significance is the ease with 
which in each instance these mo- 
mentous social and governmental 
changes have been accomplished. In 
Portugal a few shots were fired and 
an ancient monarchy ceased to ex- 
ist? In Mexico, where Dias had 
ruled an absolute dictator for two 
generations, had given peace and se- 
curity to the land and had built an 
edifice of autocratic beneficence- 
which promised indefinite endurance, 
that edifice, while still under its 
builder’s control, crumbles to sand 
at the touch of a few thousand 
peons. In China an Emperor be- 
lieved divine, ruling a people in the 
iron grip of caste and shackled by 


‘nothing of government except its 
dictatorial oppressiona—is huried 
from his throne by a handful of men 
who, studying in the west, had hur- 
ried home to preach its twentieth- 
century doctrines. In Russia the 
Czar, with all the vast machinery of 
his autocratic power, the “Little 
Father,” the spiritual and temporal 
head of vast empire, is arrested on 
a railway train and tamely add. 
cates. No great protest follows; his 
limitless powers fade to nothingness, 
and at the end of a revolution amaz- 
ing the world by its bloodlessness 
the Romanoffs became but a name

Prone to forget that as democracy 
is the highest form of government, 
so is it fitted only for those of the 
highest development, ethical as well 
as mental. We are witnessing one 
Phase of democracy in Russia, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that 
should we release the Filipinos to 
follow their own form of democracy, 
within two generations they would 
be head-hunting again, and roosting 
in trees for nightly security. But 
our President need have no anxiety 
over making tile world safe for de- 
mocracy. Democracy will attend to 
that itself. A Kaiser may conceiva- 
bly delay the day of its universal 
achievement, but not a hundred Kai- 
sers can fend off its certain com- 
ing. There is in the Orient an ant 
which attacks from within the wood- 
work of a house, leaving no visible 
exterior sign of its labors. All is 
fair, secure and permanent to the 
eye when without warning the struc- 
ture falls, and falling rebolves itself 
into dust. Such is the sfient work 
of democracy today, and the instan- 
taneous collapse of governments 
widely separated, widely differing, 
is but a token of the universality 
of the operation of its forces. Who 
in the light of these events is wise 
enough to say how strong and stable 
is our own government or that of 
any other nation? And when changes 
come, who dare prophesy the forms 
these changes will take? 


Certain ſt is that there is no uns- 
nimity of belief on the part of the 
world’s spokesmen for democracy. 
Many believe that when the earth 
was given to man and the fullness: 
thereof, it meant all men, not a fa- 
vored few, and that he who claims 
private ownership of an acre of the 
earth or of any of the fruits of it 
holds by the title of the thief, hand- 
ed down by the despoiler. They 
reason that as the grains of the 
fields and the fruits of the forest 
were worthless until garnered by 
the hand of labor, to labor all value 
is due, and that labor will attain its 
rights only when it receives all this 
value. Therefore down with capi 
talistic laws, capitalists and capital, 
and out of the ruin will grow the 
new order of things under which la- 
bor will come into its own!’ This is 
the Bolshevik doctrine, the doctrine 
of the I. W. W.“ s. Others, noting the 
shocking disparity between wealth 
and poverty, between the man who 
walks to his work to save a nickel 
and the employer who moves luxuri- 
ously in his limousine, and recogniz 
ing that this disparity must con- 
tinue under existing systems so long 
as God makes men of differing abill- 
ties and gives ability to the 
few, and so long as laws de- 
clare that the individual may reap 
and keep the fruits of his superior 
ability—these others contend for 
governmental ownership and control 
of all property and all activities, al- 
lotting to each the sphere of action 
to which he is best fitted, dealing 
evenly with all and so eliminating’ 
poverty and its suffering from the 
earth. And this is benevolent com- 
munistic Socialism. Still others ar- 
gue that the time is not ripe for any 
such radical upheavals, that desira- 
ble changes should be worked grad- 
ually, and can be so worked if labor 
but employ its powers to control 
existing governments and bend them 
to its will. All are agreed, however, 
that nowhere is labor today getting 
its just percentage of the fruits of 
toll. 


What is our destiny; who knows? 
But we may nurse one consoling 
thought. We will win this war, cost 
what it may; and the men who have 
fought and bled for their country 
will not see its destinies lightly 
tossed to the winds of unrestrained 
and reckless experiment. in the 
generation next to come we may 
count on it that the strong conser- 
vative backbone of our body politic 
will be the army of our young men 
restored to the bosom of a grateful

Under date of February 27, the 
Associated Press chronicled a. raid 
by army intelligence officers on the 
national headquarters at Brooklyn. 

W. Homer Lee, head of the local 
branch of this organization, said 
last night that he considered the 
local branch had been vindicated of 
any suspicion of disloyalty, and that 
he expected the Federal authorities 
would order the restoration of the 
books ‘and publications that were 
taken in the raids here by represen- 
tatives of the Army Intelligence Bu- 
reau. He said that he believed that 
with that action the incident would 
be closed. 


WOMAN’S BODY FOUND: 
IN LAKE IDENTIFIED. 


The body found floating in the

My 
boy was frightened into testifying 
against me. If you are to send me 
tq prison, please be merciful for I 
am old and will die there.” 

Daniel W. Prutsman thus spoke to 
Judge Willis yesterday morning 
just before the court sentenced him 
to an indeterminate sentence 
of from one to ten years at San 
Quentin for setting fire to his house 
at No. 1736 East Sixty-seventh street 
on December 11, 1917, in order to 
obtain the insurance money. 
Prutsman wept and clasped 


the case on the ground, he said, 
that his son Theodore, on whose evi- 
dence he was convicted, had been 
tampered with by the boy’s mother, 
grandmother and the police officials.
